One lack.in all of our schools 
is the enthusiasm awakened by a good number; this.is shown by 
the want of interest to be at school anda healthy rivalry that 
large classes inspire. If parents realizing this, will overcome the 
difficulty by an added personal care on their part to see that their 
children are always, when possible, at school. and on time, and if 
they will often, during our school, terms, visit: the: school, and 
interest themselves in the daily work of the children, they can add 
to present good work done an honorable and increased success.
